Official Advices From Far East Received at Japanese 


Legation Monday-Europe thinks Czar's Power in 


East is Hopelessly Crushed,-Latest War News, 


—WASHINGTON, March 13.—[Bulletin]— Two 


dispatches have been received from Minister Griscomb, 
dated Tokyo, March 12. They read as follows: 
"Offi- 


cially reported the Japanese army captured 20,000 
prisoners before llth." 


Another official reports says: "The Russian losses 


are over 155,000 of which 40,000 are prisoners, 26,500 
dead on the field and about 90,000 other casualties." 


JAPS KEEPING UP RELENTLESS PURSUIT. 


TOKYO, March 13—The latest, dispatches from the front today show that 


the Japanese are following up their advantage gained in the previous days ol 
severe fighting and are keeping up a relentless pursuit of the fleeing Rus- 
sians. The Russian losses are being increased constantly and the victor- 
ious Japanese continue to seize great quantities of stores, ammunition and 
supplies of all kinds which have been abandoned by the enemy in his flight. 


The entire district formerly held by the Russians for 25 miles north of 


Mukden has been completely cleared of the enemy. The Russians who suc- 
ceed in making their escape from the Jaipanese are hurrying 
toward 
Tie 


Ling, with the victorious armies in close pursuit. On both flanks the Japan- 
ese have followed closely. The heavy guns have been turHed on the retreat- 
ing'enemy with terrible effect. 


There has 'been no time for Marquis Oyama's forces 
to even estimate 


their spoils or to count their prisoners. It is apparent, however, that at least 
half of General Kuropatkin's army has been killed, wounded or captured, or 
the demoralized remnants of those who were cut off from their division driv- 
en into the hills. 
\ 


The pursuit of these bands is being kept up diligently and it is believed 


that all must eventually fall into the hands of the Japanese. At least one 
Russian regiment has lost its colors to the Japanese. The standard of the 
102nd regiment of the district of "Viliia was captured. 
The inscriptions on 


the flag show" that it was .carried in three previous wars. 


The news of the latest movements of the armies is contained in an offi- 


cial dispatch from the Japanese field headquarters which say "all our forces 
have advanced north, pursuing the enemy in all directions 
and inflicting 


heavy damage, and they have defeated the enemy who attempted resistance 
at various places. 


"Our forces have completely cleared the enemy out of the districts 25 


miles north of Mukden, and on Sunday were still pursuing them. 


"The Russians abandoned countless carts of supplies .and ammunition in 


the district for 13 miles from the vicinity of Kaolitun, south of Chiulikotzu, 
west of the railway, and 16 miles north of Mukden. There has been no ti:ne 
yet to count them. 


"One of the colors captured belonged to the 102nd regiment from the Vil- 


na district, wihich had been engaged in three previous wars. 


"Our Simmting garrison has arrested a paroled Russian officer trom Port 


Arthur, who broke his parole at Shanghai, and proceeded to Sinmnitiug. 


"Additional stores intended for the Russians have been seized at Sin- 


minting." 


MANY CORPSES FOUND ON FIELD. 


WASHINGTON, March 13—The Japanese legation this afternoon receiv- 


ed the following dispatch from Tokyo: 


"In the direction of Hinking the enemy's lossas are not yet ascertained', 


but more than 800 Russian corpses have already been found on the field. Ac- 
cording to statements by prisoners, the seventy-first division of the 
Russian 


army was almost annihilated. Although the Russians burned the storehouses 
at Machuntan and other places large quantities of fodder , ammunition and 
war materials fell into our hands."' 


RUSSIA'S POWER IN FAR EAST CRUSHED. 


LON'DON, March 13—Telegrams from the continental capitals 
today 


show that the general opinion in Europe is that Russia's power in the far 
Bast is now crushed beyond any chance of re-establishment. The hope is 
expressed everywhere that the Czar will conclude peace, for humanity's sake, 
and to prevent a useless interminable slaughter. 
Efforts are being made all 


over Europe to indicate to Russia that she will no be disgraced by ending 
the war. 


STILL PURSUING RUSSIANS. 
Tokyo, March 13—At dispatch just re- 


ceived from the front says: 
"Our 


forces drove the enemy completely out 
of the district twenty-five miles north 
of Mukden yesterday. 
We are still 


pursuing the Russians in all directions, 
inflicting heavy damages on the defeat- 
ed enemy. The Russians have aban- 
doned countless carts of supplies and 
ammunition."

ANNIHILATE DIVISIONS. 


London, March It!—According to the 


Tokyo correspondent of the Telegraph 
a great torce of Russians, who were 
retreating in the 
neighborhood of 


Aoka, 
have surrendered. 
A vast 


amount of bullion has ben captured. 
The two divisions that were surround- 
ed west of Mukden were annihilated as 
a" fighting force after a desperate hand 
to hand conflict, and a hellish fire con- 
centrated upon them by the Japanese. 
The latter used hand grenades in the 
close fighting. The survivors surren- 
dered. . 


The Russians in the vicinity of Muk- 


den numbered between 80,000 and 100,- 
000. 
Only a few escaped. Those who 


fled in the direction of Pushun and the 
Hun river suffered enormous casual- 
ties and are now being enveloped on 
the northern heights.

Kuropatkin to Give Up Command—The 


Japs Report Capture of 40,000 


Men and Supplies. 


SPOIISJF WAR 


Immense Quantities of Supplies Cap- 


tured by JapspReport from Field 


London, March 13. — General Kuro- 


patkin has asked the emperor's gra- 
cious permission to hand over his 
command, alleging that he is in urgent 
need of physical and mental rest. It 
is learned on the best authority that 
Japan twice has approached Russia 
through informal channels on the sub- 
ject of peace negotiations, but that in 
each case the proposal failed because 
Japan demanded an indemnity and a 
pledge that Russia would not keep, 
warships in the Pacific for 25 years. 
The Japanese insistence on indemnity 
convinces the Russian 
government 


that her pecuniary resources are ex- 
hausted, and that by continuing the 
war only a few months longer Russia 
will get better terms. 


St. Petersburg, March 13.— The Rus- 


sian capital is still in ignorance of the 
nature and extent of the reverse in 
Manchuria. The only information of 
its magnitude is. that which has been 
derived from the few Tokyo tele- 
grams that have been allowed to be 
published here. To the censor at Tie 
pass the word "prisoner" does not 
exist, and not the slightest intimation 
of what, if any, units and organiza- 
tions have been cut off and captured, 
has reached this city either in Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin's official dispatches 
or in reports from correspondents at 
the front. 


The answer of the Russian gov- 


ernment to the defeat at Mukden is 
the announcement that a new army 
will be raised and the forces in the far 
east reorganized; that Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky will be ordered to sail 
on and try conclusions with Togo, and 
that the war will be prosecuted to the 
bitter end. 


This is the present temper of Em- 


peror Nicholas and his dominant ad- 
visers, voiced in a firm official an- 
nouncement that the position of Rus- 
sia is unchanged and that the initia- 
tive for peace can only come from 
Japan. Should the 
island 
empire 


choose to tender "moderate"' terms 
and recognize its adversary as the 
power in the far east, peace could be 
easily arranged: but the voice of her 
diplomacy in various parts of the 
•world indicates that she is not ready 
to do this, and the Russian govern- 
ment. with the full magnitude of the 
disaster at 
Mukden 
still undeter- 


mined, bft with the 1905 campaign 
seemingly already hopc-lessly compro- 
mised, retreat to Harbin inevitable 
and Vladivostok practically lost. '3e- 
clares that the time has not yet corns 
when Russia can be forced to humble 
herself.

"No report from the Singking direc-

"Reports Of the chiefs of medical 


corps of ail the armies have been re- 
ceived from Fefr. 20 to March 12. Our 
total casualties at that time were 
41,222." 


The pursuit Of the Russian army 


by the victorious Japanese continues 
and a resumption of heavy fighting in 
the vicinity of Tie pass is anticipated. 
Tie pass, which is naturally strong, 
has been extensively fortified, and it 
is thought the Russians will rally 
there-in an endeavor to check the 
Japanese. 


The rapidly advancing Japanese al- 


ready are in touch at Tie pass. The 
Russians evidently are confused and 
exhausted and possibly are short of 
food and ammunition, and'it is be- 
lieved here they" will be unable to re- 
sist a strong attack. 


Succeeding field reports increase 


the extent of the Russian disaster. It 
will require months to resupply and 
rsorganiro the Russian armies. Esti- 
mates of casualties given by captives 
reach 
40 per" cent. The 
artillery 


losses were especially heavy. 


Expect Jaggiisse Advance. 


' Tie Pass, March 13.—The Japanese, 
it is reported, have ceased their pur- 
suit, at least temporarily. Some cf 
the Japanese are 25 miles below Tie 
pass. A resumption of their advance 
is expected. Rumors are in circulation 
that the Japanese already are at- 
tempting another wide turning move- 
ment to drive the Russians from Tie 
pass. The Russian troops here have 
been arriring with hopelessly mixed 
units in consequence of the change in 
the front. The troops are being sorted 
out and organizations reformed and 
assigned to places to defend the new 
position, but whether Tie pass will be 
held or abandoned probably will not 
be decided for several days. 


Traffic Suspended. 


Tien Tsin, March 13.—Owing to the

ther notice between Koupantz, Yin- 
kow and Sinmintin. The suspension, 
according to information, is owing to 
the Japanese military authorities in- 
sisting upon the railway carrying mil- 
itary stores.

Cleveland, 0., March 13.— In the 


court here a verdict was returned find- 
ing Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick guilty of 
conspiracy against the United States. 
The jury required only brief delibera- 
tion to find her guilty on all of the 
seven counts of the indictment on 
which she was tried. The verdict 
makes possible a maximum penalty of 
14 years at hard labor in the peniten- 
tiary and a fine of $70,000 in addition 
to the imprisonment. 


The conviction of the ruined queen 


of finance was a sensational and hys- 
terical conclusion to a trial that has 
been replete with tragedy and absorb- 
ing dramatic interest. Mrs. Chadwick 
collapsed completely when the fatal 
words were read to her. From the 
time of leaving the marshal's 
office 


until the door of the jail closed behind 
her she kept up moaning that was 
distressing to hear. 


In speaking of the verdict of the 


jury in the trial of his client, Mrs. 
Chadwick, J. P. Dawley, her senior 
counsel, said that the verdict wa's not 
according to the terms of the indict- 
ment, and that the case would be 
taken to the court of appeals at Cin- 
cinnati as soon as possible. 


Mr. Dawley saw Mrs. Chadwick for 


a time at the jail, and said she was 
somewhat prostrated over the verdict, 
but he assured her that lie felt there 
was good grounds for hoping for a 
reversal of the verdict and that this 
information cheered Mrs. Chadwick 
considerably. 
Mr. Dawley said that 


his client had a very unfortunate jury, 
men wholly unaccustomed to banking 
transactions or dealing largely in bor- 
rowing of money, etc. If the jurymen 
could have 
eliminated from their 


minds the impressions they probably 
had formed and tried the prisoner or. 
the one question involved in the in- 
dictment, he felt sure the verdict 
would have been different. Prominent 
attorney's with whom he had talked 
and who had followed the case gave 
it as their opinion that no case had 
been made against Mrs. Chadwick.

"Her arrival here may cau-e a brief 


sensation, btu it will not be inside the 
walls of the

The fact that 
she has rolled in wealth, traveled 
abroad and lived in comparative lux- 
ury will cut no figure with me if she 
is sent down here.'

If a new trial is not 
granted they will carry it to the Court 
of Appeals and from there to the Su- 
preme court if necessary. 


There has been a rumor of further 


indictments that have either been re- 
turned or will be in connection with 
the case, but the officials who know 
about them refuse to discuss the mat- 
ter.

sumption that at one time or another 
the woman had more than one

federate. It she was not alone in her

HAS TAKEN HOLD OF A NEW VICE 


"BLOWING THE BURNERS/' 


The "Catarrh Cure" 
Contains 
More 


Than the Legal Two Per Cent 


of Cocaine. 


New York, March J'}—The police are 


endeavoring to suppress a new vice 
which has taken hold ot the tender- 
loin. 


"Blowing the burners" it is called, 


and it has, won thousands by its seduc- 
tions. Many who have tried "blowing 
the burners"' as a catarrh cure are now 
slaves to the cocaine, morphine and 
opium habits. The new vice has in a 
tew years, made its inventors million- 
aires. 


In almost every drug store in the 


tenderlo'n there arc on sale a number 
of so called "catarrh cures." With the 
bottle comes a glass and rubber tube 
attachment. The catarrh "cures" con- 
tains more than the legal two per cent 
of cocaine. 
The glass tube is filled 


with the powder and placed in the nos- 
tril. The rubber tube is placed in the 
mouth and with one blow the white 
substance disappears in the nasal cav- 
ities. This is 'blowing the burners.'1 
The habit has taken a strong hold up- 
on many habitues of the tenderloin and 
the police yesterday took several drug 
clerks into custody.

with a rifle and started out to do mur- 
der. 
\Yhen the smoke of battle had 


cleared away three 
persons were 


dead, one was missing, and three oth-' 
ers lay wounded, two at least danger- 
ously. 


The dead: K. Fill. Mrs. K. Fill, 


George Schistler. Missing:" A child of 
the Fills. Wounded: Dr. Frank Dulin, 
police surgeon; Captain William Bo- 
hanna, acting chief of police; Mike 
Kelly. The wife of George Schistler 
is prostrated over the affair, and may 
die from the shock. 


Schistler returned to his own home 


and barricaded himself inside. In the 
meantime neighbors appeared upon. 
the scene, but quickly retreated when. 
bullets from Schistlers' rifle began 
falling near them. A telephone mes- 
sage was sent to police headquarters, 
and an ambulance, with Police Sur- 
geon Dulin, Captain Bohanna and 
throe officers, hurried to the scene. 


Upon the arrival of the officers and 


before they could leave the ambulance 
a raia of bullets tell about them. Du- 
lin and Bohanna fell to the floor of the 
ambulance 
wounded. 
The driver 


re:ned his horses, when another shot 
from Schistler dropped oce of the ani- 
mals .to the ground. With the^ assist- 
ance of spectators the wounded men, 
were removed from the scene. Dulin 
was shot three times, once in each leg 
and another time in the left thigh. His 
condition is 
critical. 
Bohanna 
re- 


ceived a bullet in the leg, but is not 
dangerously liurt. 


A call, for reinforcements brought 


all the available men from police 
headnuarters and the sheriff's office, 
and a consultation was held to formu- 
late a plan to capture Schistler. Firing 
squads were stationed 
in nearby t 


houses and a larger force was placed 
in a portable fort made of baled hay 
piled upon a hay wagon. During the 
preliminary 
arrangements Schistler 


kept up a continuous fire in all direc- 
tions. This was returned by the offi- 
cers, and hundreds of shots were ex- 
changed. Kelly was slightly wounded. 
Finally Schistler ceased firing and the 
hay wagon fort was moved cautiously 
toward the horse. When the attack- 
ing force reached the front gate with- 
out a s-hot Vein5 fired, one of the offi- 
cers steppe 1 out into view, thinking 
to rlraw the fire of Schistler if he were 
stiil alive. 
None came, and, with a 


rush, the officers charged the house 
and battered down the door. They 
found Schistler lying upon a bed 
bleeding frorn several wounds. He 
died soon afterward. It is not known. 
whether he was hit by bullets from 
the weapons of the pursuing party or 
committed Filicide. 


Mrs. 
Schistler was away from home 


at the time, and when she learned of 
the affair fell prostrate. It is thought 
she will die from the shock.

County Horticultural society, held in 
aZnesville on Thursday, Mr. J. F. 
Keller, a prominent farmer, who r& 
sides a short distance north of New- 
ark, gave a very interesting and in- 
structive address 
on 
the 
subject, 


"Potatoes in 1904.*' Mr. Keller 
has 


had a number of years' successful ex- 
perience in the cultivation 
of this 


crop on his farm. 
He said that last 


year he produced from 13 1-2 acres, 
2,700 bushels of potatoes. These were 
of a fine quality and sold at an aver- 
age price of 58 cents per bushel. He 
cultivates about twenty varieties, all 
of good quality, 
always ' thoroughly 


testing them before offering them for 
sale. He regards 200 bushels to the 
acre as the amount that should be 
produced to make the cultivation en- 
tirely 
satisfactory—some 
varieties 


yielding less and. some 
much 
more 


than this amount. Mr. Keller used a 
chart to represent the lifferent points 
of merit in the several varieties which 
he cultivates. Some of the varieties 
•which he recommenls are the follow- 
ing:

red potatoe, of which he produced K-o

At the Second Presbyterian Church Sunday Evening the 


Hev. T. A, Cospve Delivered the Second of a Series 


of Addresses to Working People of Newark. 


At the Second I'u^bytcrian church 


Sunday night the Uc\. T. A. Cosgrove 
delivered an addrc.-s to the Newark 
iron niolders. A lew weeks ago Mr. 
Cosgrove preached to the glasswork- 
crs of this City and in that discourse 
he showed a remarkable knowledge 
of the glassmaking industry. Sunday 
night's discourse indicated that 
the 


minister had given no little attention 
to foundry work. 
An outline of the 


address which was enjoyed by a large 
number, follows : 


II. Chron. II: J}. 
Skilful to work 


in i'-or.. 


Of all metals iron is the most use- 


ful and fortunately the most abund- 
ant. Iron, cast or wrought, iron in the 
form of steel, what a factor it is in 
all life, life on land, life on sea, 
at 


home, in travel in sickness (for there 
must be iron in the blood) in health! 
What beauty there is in it, what com- 
fort, what strength! 
Move anywhere 


and tell me where it is not found in 
some form. 


Unlike 
the 
other metals, iron is 


rarely found in its native state, only 
in meteorites, those strange balls of 
f;rc that come from some other 
re- 


gion. 
Thus, for practical purposes, 


iron must be extracted from the ore. 
extracted, for 'the ore contains non- 
metallic elements 
such as 
sulphur, 


phosphorus, oxygen, iodine, bromine. 
&c. Some of these elements are 
ex 


ceedingly obnoxious and tax the in- 
;enuity of man to expel. The best 
ere 
used in 
the United 
States 


comes from the Lake 
Suoerior dis- 


trict and is smelted in the State oi" 
Pennsylvania, contains at most 72 per 
cent iron, some no more than 48 ner 
cent. Varied, processes are adopted to 
rid the ore of these extraneous sub- 
tances, such as washing, brushing by 
hand, weathering, 
calcinating, roast- 


ing. It takes-=work to get the most 
useful metal. 
Some of the most use- 


ful things in the world come that way. 
A good character, and every man has 
such possibility, must be worked for. 
To have iron in the blood, a heaitas 
true as steel, firm, sinewy and strong; 
in righteousness, truth and purity. 
What beauty, "what 
strength, what 


comfort in such a character! Iron is 
so tenacious thai it may be rolled out 
into sheets so thin that the weight of 
a sheet of given, size will be less than 
the weight of a sheet paper the same 
size. That is the character we want: 
knit together in the closest fibre of 
all that is good. Abraham found it 
on the mountain top, Job on the ash 
heap and Paul in the service of his 
f ellowmen. And _ in some such 
way 


we must—viz: 
in 
obedience to Gcd 


that is difficult, in tru&t in Him tho' 
He slay us, in serving one another. 


Moulding iron. About 
550 years 


ago, in Germany, was begun the mod- 
ern process of making cast iron. Be 
fore this, iron was 
wrought. 'Pour 


thousand years B. C. the 
Egyptians 


manufactured it, also the 
Assyrians. 


In India, today stands an iron mllar 
made 400 years B. C. It weighs six 
tons and stands 22 feet high, made of 
disks welded together. Cast iron was 
somewhat of a discovery. In the ef- 
fort to reduce the cost of the product, 
larger blast furnaces were built which 
;ave a greater heat and changed the 
iron from a pasty 
condition to a 


liquid one. Thus cast iron. 


Moulding iron. Heavy and hard it 


is, 
stooping, 
shovelling, 
straining. 


And yet what splendid, what skilful 
work it-is! Think, what could not be 
done by one process is done by anoth- 
er. A great bar of iron might defy 
the skill and strength of any man to 
fashion to his purpose if he used 
only a heavy s-Iodge.

"The most 
important object in the labor organiza- 
tion today," said Mr. Gompers, ''is the 
honor of agreement between employe 
and employer. The violation of agree- 
ment was the main cause of the strike 
in New York, and if the leaders of the 
New York union would have consid- 
ered the agreement the strike could 
have been presented. It was a simple 
case of the members of the union 
flying off half-cocked and not taking 
the advice of the men who have made 
the labor organizations in the United 
States what they are today."

Frauds in Utah—Questionable 


Methods Alleged. 


Salt Lake City, March 13.—Alleged 


public land frauds have been under 
investigation for some time in Utah 
by special agents. The Salt Lake 
Herald states that hundreds of thou 
sands of acres of valuable coal lands 
have been acquired by corporations by 
questionable methods. Vast tracts of 
coal land are said to have beenfiled on 
and patented as agricultural and graz- 
ing lands, and then transferred to coal 
companies. In many instances, it is 
stated, lands have been settled on as 
coal lands under the law, which per- 
mits every adult citizen to acquire 160 
acres of coal lands by purchase, upon 
payment of ?10 an acre for such lands 
when situated more than 15 miles 
from any railroad, and $20 an acre 
when situated within 15 miles of a 
railroad. Later these filings have been 
allowed to lapse and the same lands 
have been acquired as agricultural or 
grazing lands at $1.50 per acre. More 
than 2,000 of these coal entries have 
been made in the Salt Lake City land 
ofHce, but not more than one in fifty 
of the persons who made the filings 
has 
completed the 
purchase, the 


filings lapsing and title being secured 
as agricultural or grazing land from 
the state land office through state 
land selections.
